named, concludes as fellows: Each 
town or district collector shall be al­ 
lowed a commission of two per cent 
on all moneys collected by him, to 
be paid out of the respective funds 
collected. 
And provided 
further, 
that all excess of commissions and 
fees over $1,500 shall be paid into 
the town or district treasury. 
In Ryan vs. People, 117, Page 486, 
it is reported as follows: This is con­ 
strued to mean that in the case of 
a town collector, which appertains 
alone to counties under township or­ 
ganization, such excess shall in all 
cases be paid into the town treasury, 
and not elsewhere. 
It is needless to say that the above 
law will be lived up to by all town­ 
ship collectors in future years. 
The collector who unintentionally 
violated, or putting it with 
more 
mildness, did so because of ignorance 
of the law, deserves the sympathy of 
everybody. They may be willing to 
refund ail money drawn in excess of 
the $1,500, but is their financial con 
dition in such shape that they can do 


this? 
The office of collector has always 
been looked upon as a charitable one 
Men in dire need were given the of­ 
fice that they might better provide 
for theii family. 
They usually were 
men who were unable to earn a living 
by manual labor. 
However, let what can, be done 
The public wishes to see the matter 
properly attended to, and that done 
as soon as possible.
